FAULTY TOWERS 


PREVIOUSLY unrel¬ 
eased government infor¬ 
mation dating from 1968 
shows that Ronan Point 
was considered to have 
one of thestrongest types 
of flank wall joints in a 
league table of eight 
systems. 

The table ranks Wales, 
Rectna, Bison and Taylor 
Woodrow-Anglianatthetop 
for strength, with I2M Jes- 
person, Camus, and Tricoba 
ranked lower and Skarne as 
the weakest.

MP calls for action 


LONDON MP Nigel Spearing Is 
demanding Government action 
over the faults recently dis¬ 
covered In Ronan Point. 

Spearing, whose Newbam 
South constituency Includes the 
notorious tower block, has asked 
DoE chief Nicholas Ridley why 
the bad workmanship faults found 
during Newham council's cur¬ 
rent investigation were not

"There have been allegations

Assistant director of engin¬ 
eering at Newham council, 
Andrew Davenhflll, told/tt) that 
findings in the council's current 
Ronan Point investigation had 
amazed him. 

"I was surprised at how 
universal the bad workman¬ 
ship in the block is," he said. 

‘’None of the lifting bolts had 
been wound down and thejoints 
all seemed lo be poorly con¬ 
structed. Even internal joints are 
very badjy packed.” 

He said the faults could be 
much more critical on the lower 
floors of the block as the 
deadweight of the building 
increases. 

“Authorities should-beaware . 
that a bad workmanship prob¬ 
lem does exist and it is up to them 
lo examine their system-built 
buildings for any faults," he 
snid. 

Webb claims to have found 
similar construction faults 
in the 20-storey Camus blocks 
on the Clapton Park estate 
in Hackney. 

Webb told BD that floorslabs 
in the tower blocks were levelled 
on pieces of wood, which could 
be slowly deteriorating, instead 
of being supported by in-situ 
concrete filling. 


A formal structural report 
made by council engineers in 
1984 made no reference to the 
wooden blocks or the effect they 
could have on the towers.

Government 
boost for 
Greenwich 
proposals 

PLANS by architects Moxley 
Jenner for the development of a 
historic part of Greenwich with 
an 80 -bedroom hotel, office and 
retail units and a car park 
received a Government cash 
boost last week. 

The DoE gave a £728,000 
urban development grant to the. 
scheme, in Burney Street in the 
West Greenwich Conservation 
area. 

Government staff claimed the 
scheme would not have gone 
ahead without the UDG be¬ 
cause of the high cost of 
developing the site, which has 
been almost derelict for more 
than 20 years. 

Housing minister John Pat¬ 
ten said: “Thisis a good example 
of a scheme which wil I upgrade a 
semi-derelict and difficult site to 
harmonise with the character of 
the rest of this historic part of 
Greenwich. 





Surveyors demand 
major changes in 
planning procedure 
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THE RICS has published its 
new blueprint for Britain’s 
planning system, Strategy for 
Planning, which calls for far- 
reaching changes and strongly 
criticises existing policy. 

The RICS wants to see strat¬ 
egic decisions of national im¬ 
portance taken out of the local 
planning system and decided by 
Parliament, while a later public 
inquiry would only deal with 
possible sites or routes for the 
project under discussion. 

Also the RICS sees no need 
for the environment secretary to 
approve county structure plans. 
This tier of the present planning 


procedure could be removed, it 
argues, if the government laid 
down dear guidelines on the 
main issues, such as housing, 
transport, and employment, in 
an annual statement on which 
local authorities could base their

plans. The DoE would only 
check to see that the broad 
guidelines were being adhered 
to. 

“The fact is the present system 
is not working,” said John 
Trustram-Eve, president of the 
RICS planning and develop¬ 
ment division. "A lot of the 
present problems come from 
what one could call a policy 
vacuum. 

"If this country is to make 
economic progress, the plan¬ 
ning system has got to produce 
more rapid and rational de¬ 
cisions. This requires only 
minor alterations in the statu¬ 
tory framework, but profound 
changes in its administration. If 
we fail, we will get neitherpublic 
harmony nor economic pro¬ 


gress —the worst of all worlds.” 

Faults the RICS sees at 
present include the excessive 
influence of the public on the 
system, the lack of clear, de¬ 
fensible "robust” policies and 
the growth of "excessive” 
political influence at local level. 

"One of the main defects of 
the present deveopment plan 
system is the time it takes for 
plans to be prepared, approved 
and up-dated,” says the RICS 
document. "As a result many 
policies are obsolete ... by the 
time they are formally adopted. 

“The target should be ... to 
monitorpoliciesannuallyandto 

update the plans themselves 
every two years.” 

• The RICS has also published 
Housing — the Next Decade, a 
report which includes a package 
of measures designed to foster a 
consensus of opinion as to 
housing policy. Its recom¬ 
mendations include scrapping 
mortgage tax relief and housing 
benefit and replacing these with 
housing allowances, phasing 
out rent controls, a much higher 
rate of housebuilding and tax 
incentives to enccmrage repairs.

LDDC investment 
plans dismissed 


THE London Docklands Deve¬ 
lopment Corporation has an¬ 
nounced a "corporate plan" to 
attract £2 billion worth of 
private investment into Dock¬ 
lands over the next five years. 

But the Docklands Forum 
has dismissed the LDDC's plan 
as a cynical attempt to speed up 
and increase central govern¬ 
ment's funding of the LDDC 
because it is worried about the 
outcome of the forthcoming 
general election. 

The LDDC said the publi¬ 
cation of the plan was part of its 
“open information” policy. But 
a forum spokesman said the 
LDDC “has no strategy for 
effective consultation; they are 
trying to develop it, but they 
haven't got any idea.” 

Policies aimed at improving 
local services include a contribu¬ 
tion of £12 million towards 
educational projects, and the 
LDDC aims to ensure that half 
the new housing built on its land 
is affordably by first-time 
buyers and local residents. 

The corporation is also “fos¬ 
tering" partnership arrange¬ 


ments between local councils 
and private developers to build 
mixed schemes for rent and sale. 

So far, more than 40 acres of 
land has been offered to the 
three Docklands councils for 
rented housebuilding, accord¬ 
ing to the LDDC. This has not 
all of been taken up. 

The Docklands Forum would 
like the LDDC to look much 
more seriously at improving 
school education in Docklands, 
in addition to providing belter 
training for local workers. 

"The success rates in local 
schools are incredibly low",said 
the forum spokesman. 

The Government had failed 
to include schools in the LDDC 
brief.

Although Smithfield is a 
conservation area, the meal 
market could be faced with 
closure since the market build¬ 
ings fall far short of modern 
hygiene requirements. 

A questionnaire sent out by 
City planners has asked local 
residents and businesses to give 
their views on the area. 

Most people are thought to be 


keen to see the market moved 
out of the area, because of the 
heavy traffic congestion and 
refuse surrounding the central 
buildings. 

But a City Corporation spo¬ 
kesman said the internal market 
policies were the subject of a 
separate review. 

The “market survey is being 
conducted in isolation under 
our own regime”. 

Both the results of the local 
plan and mnrket review should 
be known by November.

Palumbo's 

penguin 

AN excellent lunch cooked by 
my old friend Tolly Lubetkin 
reveals some odd moments in 
the life of Peter Palumbo. In 
return for his support of the 
Mies tower at Mansion House 
Square, Palumbo is employing 
the octogenarian Georgian 
architect to restore the Penguin 
Pool at Regent's Park Zoo.

In the meantime Lubetkin 
tells me that lie lives in mortal 
fear of some conservationist 
throwing a hand genade thr¬ 
ough his Regency cottage win¬ 
dow. Apparently he is an 
embarrassment to the conserva¬ 
tion lobby. They are against the 
changes, although minor, Lu- 
betkin plans for the pool, 
designed to make life better for 
the DJ-clad birds. Lubetkin, by 
all conservationist rights, should 
be dead by now. All power, in 
this instance, to both Palumbo 
and his architect. 


IS it or is it not appropriate for the 
Oiurch oF England to sell St Mark’s, 
Mayfair, to an American food chain 
called Garfunkels for the dispensation of 
hamburgers and other fare? The Diocese 
of London has produced the usual weary 
arguments as to why there is no religious 
or cultural use to which this building 
might be put, though there is ample 
evidence, gathered by Save Britain’s 
Heritage, that a disposal to a religious 
organisation could well have been 
carried out in the not-too-dlstant past. 
The Church almost seem to enjoy telling 
those who care about its building 
heritage that there is no place for the 
redundant inner city church, that it is 
“Irrelevant" to the real needs of today’s 
bright, go-ahead, “caring" ministry. No 
less an authority than the diocesan 
archdeacon, one Derek Hayward, has 
responded to critics by noting that the 
site was sold to the Church by the 
Grosvenor Estate, and not, as one report 
had it, donated. This is the sort of self- 


satisfied response which makes one 
dubious about the seriousness with which 
one should take the Faith in the City 
report, since It seems to Imply that the 
business of church-building Is all a 
question of real estate; since the Church 
paid its £7,000 In the early 19th century, 
why, it must surely be ok to cash In on the 
secular equivalent of wafer and wine—a 
sesame bun and a bottle of Becks. 

As readers may recall, I am all in 
favour of hamburgers and against the 
snobbish discrimination which they 
Inspire from planning committees, whose 
time would be better spent In making 
provision for more litter facilities Instead. 
However, I cannot believe that I am the 
only person, other than young or old 
fogeys, to find the treatment of so many 
churches by the established Church as, 
appropriate word, distasteful. I don't 
think you even have to be particularly 
religious to feel that the conversion of 
religious buildings into DIY units, 
nightclubs, restaurants or amusement

arcades is inappropriate. What is more, 
the Church itself would surely draw the 
line at certain sorts of uses. 

The scandal of the Church's treatment 
of its building stock is amply catalogued 
in the new book containing a long section 
by Gavin Stamp ( The Church in Crisis, 
Hodder & Stoughton). Tt is difficult to 
avoid the conclusion that an Institution 
which has no faith In its own historic 
buildings, works of beauty and devotion 
has little faith in anything. The absurd 
liturgical changes which have made the 
Book of Common Prayer sound like a 
used car-salesman's patter are another 
indication of a deep-rooted problem. In 
Mayfair at least, let us hope that God 
is on the side of the planners who are 
opposing hamburgers.

In the rehearsing of the 
familiar arguments, three points 
rarely get aired. 

First: judging from our jour¬ 
nals, architects are forever in 
two minds about the aesthetic 
aspects of development control. 
The architectural media has 
always been most vociferous in 
calls for Joe Public to be 
restrained from defacing cot¬ 
tage estate homes bought from 
the council or for the protection 
of other design “set pieces”. By 
and large it would seem we think 
aesthetic control too lax. On the 
other hand, we deeply resent 
architects being subject to such 
control. 


Hardly a logical position. 

Is it because we feel that 
Ribers should qualify for special 
exemption? We are still too close 
to the shadow of the property 
boom and Ronan Point housing 
to hope for that kind of implicit 
trust in the professional to 
return. 

Richard MacCormac was 
more consistent when he de¬ 
clared that he would put up with 
"Mickey Mouse and all kinds of 
crap" for the sake of one or two 
outstanding pieces of architec¬ 
ture. 

You and I might respect such 
a purist radical argument for 
abojishing ail aesthetic control, 
but it is even more unlikely to get 
general public acceptance. 

Secondly: where does the 
aesthetic bit stop? Our training 
holds that design should go 
through a building like the 
letters in Blackpool rock. So we 
have always rubbished the view 
that it is simply the wrapper 
around the outside. But many 


architects are moving towards 
this position when theysay , 'just 
fet t he planner decide the use, the 
fioorspace. the access and car 
parking and leave the rest to 
me". If the proposition is for an 
out of town shopping centre in 
lhe green belt — say at the 
MI1/M25 Theydon Garnen 
intersection — this is aesthetic¬ 
ally outrageous right down into 
the ground. Earthshelter Shop¬ 
ping City, quarmby style, would 
be especially offensive. 

Thirdly: the democratic im¬ 
plications. Basically we profes 
sionajs object to laymei. 
blundering about in architec¬ 
tural aesthetics. Both Luderand 
Manser ridiculed ‘‘acneyed 
Diplomates in Geography" as 
planning assistants and “local 
greengrocers" on the planning 
committee questioning Riber- 
man’s aesthetic judgment. 

Would we prefer to deal with 
fellow professionals? Appar¬ 
ently no; Melvyn Dunbar Is still 
hated by the profession in 
general as the architect of the 
Essex Design Guide. 

But there is a current experi¬ 
ment with panels of local archi¬ 
tects involved in aesthetic con¬ 
trol in a number of districts, 
instigated by the Development 
Control Forum. No press re¬ 
pons of these have yet appeared. 
Aesthetic control is exercised 


in Northern Ireland by theDoE 
directly — government by 
technocrat, no lay planning 
committees get in the way. Who 
would advocate the wider adop¬ 
tion of this administrative style 
in the UK? 

Your leading article sugges¬ 
ted exhibitions of development 
proposals for public comment. 
This was just what Geddes did 
with the floors below the camera 

obscura in the Outlook Tower in 

Edinburgh at the turn of lhe 
century — a Sunday afternoon 
jHunt for all the family. Ii is an 
appealingly straightforward 
piece of community architec¬ 
ture, macro style. 

I think it natural that this 
round of discussions about the 
aesthetic tentacles of planning 
control should make the con¬ 
nection with community archi¬ 
tecture. 

But how does widening de¬ 
sign participation necessarily 
bring about a climate where 
more stimulating original de¬ 
signs get through? 

I am prepared to bet that, 
given half the chance, the 
French Lieutenant's Woman 
would try to stymie that excel¬ 
lent competition-winning Lyme 
Regis Lifeboat Station.

WHILE welcoming your brief 
note on the award of the 
European Gold Medal for the 
preservation of historic monu¬ 
ments to the development 
corporation (August 22-29) 1 
was concerned to see that credit 
was given solely to Franklin 
Stafford Partnership acting on 
behalf of the Albert Dock 
Company. 

This information was not 
provided by lhe development 
cciporation and greatlv mis¬ 
represents ihe situation in 
Liverpool. While the project will 
not cost £100 million and has 
been in operation for just 3 1 /, 
years, it has been masterminded 
by the development corporation 

through a team led by Holford 
Associates. 

Franklin Stafford Partner¬ 
ship. with the Albert Dock 
Company, have responsibility 
only for restoring about two- 
thirds of the buildings to 
standards set by Holford Asso¬ 
ciates and Curtins and they have 
so far designed and converted 
the shopping arcades. 

Holford Associates them¬ 
selves have specifically restored 
the Maritime Museum and Tate 
Gallery pavilions, and the 
conversion of the museum, 
Granada News Centre and the 
Tate Gallery has been done by 
Brock Carmichael Associates, 
Building Design Partnership 
and James Stirling and Michael 
Wilford respectively. All of the 
extemol works are by Donald¬ 
son Edward Partnership and 
Gifford & Partners. 

However, it should be appre¬ 
ciated that the successful restor¬ 
ation of the buildings and its 
surroundings has depended 
entirely on a successful dock 
restoration scheme undertaken 
by Ward Ashcroft & Parkman, 
consulting engineers. 

You wHI see, therefore, that 
many organisations and consul¬ 
tants have participated in this 
mammoth restoration project 
and the development corpor¬ 
ation is keen to ensure that credit 
' Is fully given when the award 
ceremony takes place on Oct¬ 
ober 9.

TOWN planning in Britain 
remains on the threshold of a 
dilemma concerning urban 
design and the management 
of aesthetic control within 
the framework of planning 
law and procedures. 

Central to the dilemma is the 
question of wlto.or which,oTtlie 
competing professions of archi¬ 
tecture and planning, is best 
equipped to assume responsibi¬ 
lity For urban design. As a func¬ 
tion of government, it is 
administered by local authorities, 
but the scope fordiscretion is so 
large as to result in a wide spec¬ 
trum ordifTcrencesin application. 
In Bristol, forexample, the plan¬ 
ning department enjoys the 
luxury of an urban design 
section staffed largely by archi¬ 
tects, and can afford to give 
attention and to conduct detailed 
aesthetic negotiations over 
some 10 to 15 per cent of all 
applications. Oilier authorities 
rely on conservation advisory 
panels, usually supplied as a free 
monthly service by the RIBA 
while there is at Tcnsi one 
muhnrily which tins no in-house 
architects nnd refuses to accept 
the free RIBA panel. Therefore 
no nutter what the spirit or 
intention is of statutory pro¬ 
visions lor aesthetic control, 
there is enormous disparity iniis 
application. 

it would he a cosy nnd 
comforting assumption to claim 
that aesthetic control is in the 
competent charge uf qualified 
planners. Two quick tugs at the 
knot rapidly unravel the myth: 
first, not all planning is under¬ 
taken by qualified planners and 
secondly, there cun be no 
assumption that qualified plan¬ 
ners have sulticicm or any 
training in design.

A planning proposal 

Architect/planner Colin Bloch arguer for positive attitudes on aesthetic control. 


The first statement is difficult 
to substantiate statistically, yet 
personal experience suggests it 
to be true: but the second, on the 
urban design training and 
aesthetic awareness of plan ners, 
has been substantiated. The 
Royal Town Planning Institute 
syllabus is not in fact a syllabus 
but is a set of guidelines which 
promotes flexibility, and in 
which urban design training is 
not compulsory: the result of 
this is that the average post¬ 
graduate student will receive 
I8'/j hours of direct lenching, 
and the average undergraduate 
35'/j hours throughout their 
recognised courses. 

The competitive and well- 
known debate between archi¬ 
tects nnd planners continues and 
it is necessary here only to 
summarise the opposing views. 
Architects reel that pinimcrs are 
ill-trained to impose aesthetic 
control, and that they often 
overstep the slatnry ntnrk in 
meddle in the detail of archi¬ 
tectural design. Planners feel 
that they have a statutory and 
social responsibility to protect 
the public from architectural 
whim and excess, and the 
developer’s greed. Little cheer is 
added by the exemption from 
planning controls enjoyed by 
architects workingforthccrown 
agencies, nor by the apparent 
inconsistency with which major 
appeal decisions nre made and 
Exempt ureas designed.

The resolution of this debate 
is crucial to the way in which we 
will build, repair and incre¬ 
mentally replace our cities. 
There are no third parties to the 
debate, nor are there likely to he 
until urban and landscape 
design become established as 
professions. Little has been 
written or spoken about assess¬ 
ing "landscaping" in planning 
applications. A miniscule pro¬ 
portion of applications are 
prepared by landscape archi¬ 
tects, and even fewer are prop¬ 
erly assessed. Bearing in mind 
the potentinllv overwhelming 
impact of good — and par¬ 
ticularly. bad — landscape 
schemes, it is difficult to under- 
stand the reluctance of the 


Landscape Institute to press for 
greater involvement of its 
members in the statutory plan¬ 
ning process. 

Two further factors should 
also be considered: the growth 
of the planning profession and 
its changing composition. 

The planning profession, as 
represented by the RTPI. has 
grown by 240 per cent in two 
decades, whereas architects 
during the same period have 
increased by only 36 per cent. 
Even more surprising than the 
mere numerical growth of the 
planning profession is the 
reduction within it of architec¬ 
tural representation. Whereas in 
1962 some 41 per cent of 
planners were architects, by 
1983 this had reduced to 10 per 
cent. The downward spiral will 
continue: of the youngest gen¬ 
eration of chartered town plan¬ 
ners elected since 1980, only 3 
percent arc architects. The most 
optimistic forecast based on 
current trends is that the plan¬ 
ning profession will enter the 
millenium with fewer than 5per 
cent of its members as architects. 
The irony is that most of those 
involved in establishing the 
Town Planning Institute in 1914 
were architects. 

Fora profession which claims 
urban design as being within its 
ambit, town planners are today 
receiving surprisingly little 
training. In at least one leading 
university a student from n 


social science background can 
take a post-graduate course 
which includes thirty hours of 
design lectures or seminars, and 
graduate with a masters degree 
in urban design which is recog¬ 
nised by the RTPI, and by the 
RIBA for its Urban Design 
Diploma. 

where then does the solution 
lie if the design aspects of town 
planning are to be strength¬ 
ened? Central government ap¬ 
pears not to want to take any 
initiative as evidenced by the 
lack of even preliminary results 
from the "Time for Design” 
experiment, and the failure of 
the 1983 draft circular. Good 
design and development control 
to be ratified. The solution must 
lie, therefore, between the 
professions and the education 
systems which they influence, 
and the initiative would best 
come from the planners. 

More architects must be 
attracted to planning to redress 
the accelerating imbalance. The 
joint initiative at Sheffield, 
Liverpool and elsewhere to 
develop architect/planner cour¬ 
ses is commendable but, pro¬ 
ducing only a dozen or so dual 
graduates each year, will have 
no impact. It is acknowledged 
that funding and tertiary edu¬ 
cation policy is central to the 
problem, but other solutions 
exist. A review of public sector 
career structures could make the 
dual qualification sufficiently 


attractive (as f or medicals I

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IN one internationally fun¬ 
ded school building project 
in Sudan recently, where the 
traditional building material 
is mud, a German prefabri¬ 
cated panel system was 
manufactured in Portugal 
and brought in through 
Kenya. 

It was used to erect primary 
schools in villages so remote and 
inaccessible that in some in¬ 
stances, only the foreign con¬ 
tractor who assembled them 
could actually vouch for their 
existence at the end of the con¬ 
struction period. 

The irony is that the children 
for whom these schools are 
intended are the ones who 
are expected to repay t he foreign 



loans for such gross mistakes, 
probably throughout theiradult 
life. 

The dilemma that many 
developing countries have to 
face in their construction in¬ 
dustries is that while traditional 
builders are ignorant of modern 
techniques, many modern archi¬ 
tects are largely ill-informed of 
traditional methods. In cdu- 
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cational building programmes, 
foreign financing implies cen¬ 
tralised management at imple¬ 
mentation level. Regardless of 
regional differences, a standard 
single school model may be 
used, often based on mass 
production and prefabrication. 

As a result of unrealistic high 
construction standards, which 
discourage traditional building 
techniques, many developing 
countries are forced to rely on 
foreign contractors and profes¬ 
sionals in some cases diverting 
more than 50 per cent of 
construction costs into im¬ 
ported building materials, thus 
inflating prices. 

Contractors, therefore, need 
to pay more for often scarce 


materials. The import of mat¬ 
erials results in loss of foreign 
currency, long delays in delivery 
due to scarcity and distance of 
building sites, and the need to 
acquire special building skills, 
not readily available locally. 

There are, therefore, many 
advantages in adapting local 
materials for school construc¬ 
tion. There is no doubt that a 
reduction in costly imported 
materials can make construc¬ 
tion more affordable for low- 
income communities, while 
increasing income earning op¬ 
portunities (some lOpercemof 
total employment in many 
developing countries is usually 
derived from building activity). 
Moreover, utilising local labour 


is less expensive and faster to 
build. 

The drawback is an acute 
absence of local construction 
capability, particularly in iso¬ 
lated locations, and a chronic 
lack of government resources to 
adequately supervise scattered 
school sites. In one example 
recently visited in Pakistan's 
Baluchistan Province,construc¬ 
tion of a school was entrusted to 
the local head teacher. 

A reduction in quality of 
school provision and construc¬ 
tion results in inadequate main¬ 
tenance. Invariably, once 
buildings arc handed over to the 
occupants, little attempt is made 
to inspect and maintain build¬ 
ings. In many other parts of 


Pakistan, recently visited,classes 
are held outside classrooms, 
either because of misuse or lack 
of space, or because buildings 
are in a bad state of disrepair — 
or simply because buildings are 
inappropriate. 

The universal answer to these 
problems in many countries has 
been community participation. 
Here, government agencies 
make the mistake of asking 
communities to supply mat¬ 
erials and labour free, often 
exploiting people as an unpnid 
workforce, with little say in the 
decision-making process. The 
(ruth is that bcneficinries need to 
lake part not only in physically 
building a school, but also in 
deciding priorities. There are 


techniques being developed 
which assist ordinary people in a 
community to take an active 
part in the design process. 

Even where the local con¬ 
struction sector has potential for 
i mproved capability, experience 
shows that the importance of 
good management is often 
underestimated in many devel¬ 
oping countries. Without good 
manage mentskills fromgovern- 
ment, the local buildingindustry 
is left to operate with only 
limited resources. 

There is no doubt, therefore, 
that greater emphasis needs to 
be given to the use of local 
construction technology, to¬ 
gether with a variety of organi¬ 
sational methods (particularly 
community and private or co¬ 
operative self-help arrange¬ 
ments). In turn, this implies 
simplified bujlding codes, clari¬ 
fication of titles nnd even an 
establishment of co-operatives 
for purchasing materials in 
bulk. 

Thc success of such strategies 
in giving support to the local 
construction sector rely on 
government commitment. 
Given the labour-intensive and 
self-help nature of this kind of 
construction work, very little 
financing, together with strong 
technical assistance, can pro¬ 
duce a substantial impact. 

Community architecture in 
England, with or without royal 
blessings, might well provide 
respectability nnd some work 
for under-employed chartered 
architects. But in the third 
world, local people knowing 
how to build cost-effectively 
with meagre resources arc often 
the difference between hnviugor 
not having n primary school in 
the village.

The architects claimed for 
nearly £90.000 for fees for 
architectural services. The de¬ 
fendants counter-claimed, alleg¬ 
ing negligence and breach of 
contract by the architects in 
design supervision and admin¬ 
istration of certain huilding 
schemes which, the housing 
association said, had caused 


increased expenditure of £ 14m. 

The architects took a very 
bold line of defence, claiming 
that whether or not they had 
been at fault and whether or not 
costs of the schemes had thereby 
increased, nonetheless the hous¬ 
ing association had not suffered 
and would not suffer any loss on 
the basis that the association 
was entitled to receive from the 
DoE "the actual cost" toil ofthe 
building schemes and that this 
included all remedial and other 
associated costs. 

11 was necessary, therefore, 
for the judge to consider the 
nature of the Housing Act 
grants known generally as 
“HAG". The judge considered 
the procedure whereby an 
association obtains a loan from 
the Housing Corporation on tile 
strength of receiving a grant, the 
grant then, when actually made, 
being in effect paid by the DoE 
to the Housing Corporation 
which credits the loan account 
of the housing association 
concerned. He considered its 
application in relation to two 
large building estates, one for 
330 dwellings and one for 734 
dwellings. 

The important document was 
a letter of June 18, 1976, from 
the DoE setting out the ap¬ 
proved housing cost yardstick 
for the construction of dwell¬ 


ings. Paragraph 10 provided at 
sub-paragraph iv as follows: 
"Housing association grant 
will be calculated by reference lo 
the actual costs of the approved 
project...” 

It was claimed by the archi¬ 
tects that the secretary of stale 
had therefore exercised his 
discretion lo grant HAG and 
had bound himself to calculate 
the same by reference to actual 
costs. They went on to contend 
that the association’s entitle¬ 
ment to such costs was not 
diminished by any alleged 
negligence on the part of the 
architects. 

During the course of con¬ 
struction, the main contractor 
had gone into liquidation and 
(he association had in due 
course entered into a further 
contract with another con¬ 
tractor for the completion ofthe 
construction. A great deal of 
remedial work had to be carried 
out, leading to what was des¬ 
cribed by the director of the 
London, region of the housing 
association as a “massive over¬ 
spend”. 

The architects were dismissed 
and a certain Mr Walker was 
appointed as project manager. 
The houses were eventually 
completed in the sense that they 
could be occupied, but Mr 
Wnlker declined to issue a

He went on: "It is not realistic 
to suppose that by the use ofthe 
words ‘actual costs’ the sec¬ 
retary ot statecan be said to have 
undertaken to make the public 
purse available to finance all or

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so require. My mind, stretched 
as it is by the argument ol 
counsel, cannot embrace such a 
^position which I find repug¬ 
nant io public policy and 
beyond the contemplation ol t lie 

parties at the time.’’ 

The judge also decided that 
interim HAG payments were 
just that, ie they had no direct 
bearing on the final HAG grunt, 
so that to the extent that they 
were credited for remedial 
works they could be cl awed back 
in the fin3l assessment of the 
grant depending upon the 
success or otherwise of claims 
for damages by the association 
against the architects.

Gooden v Wokingham District 
Council (Before Mr Recorder 
Keating — May 23.1986) 

Actions brought against local 
authorities by owner-occupiers 
of houses in respect of alleged 
failures by the local authority in 
the exercise of its duties under 
the Building Regulations have, 
in recent years, moved from a 
trickle to a flood. 

It is rare for the local authority 


to successfully defend such 
action and even more so where 
the plaintiff is a widow. How¬ 
ever, such is this case. 

Wokingham District Council 
inspected and approved build¬ 
ing plans and also carried out 
inspections during the course of 
construction in around 1968 to 
1969 in respect of ft Priors 
Wood, Crowihornc, Berkshire. 
The council had pluccd upon it 
duties of building control under 
public health legislation. 

The plaintiff alleged neg¬ 
ligence on the part ofthe council 
in accepting plans and in the 
inspection of works as they were 
being constructed. In particular 
that (hey permitted n floor slab 
to he built that was in breach of 
regulation D3 of the Building 
Regulations in that it was 
constructed on highly compres¬ 
sible organic subsoil. The coun¬ 
cil denied negligence und also 
pleaded that the claim was 
statute-barred. The cost of 
remedial works carried out was 
in excess of £20,000. 

The judge considered the 
various codes of practice applic¬ 
able in 1968 and 1969 in relation 
to foundations in various kinds 
of organic soi Is. The floor sla b in 
question took only a fairly small 
proportion of the weight of the 
building. The footings bore 
between 85-90 per cent of the 
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weight. The footings were 
sound. 1 he concrete floor slab 
was founded un n layer of 
hardcore followed by a layer of 
organic soil. The floorslab was a 
foundation within the meaning 
of the Building Regulations and 
as such was required lo safely 
sustain and transmit to the 
ground the combined dead load 
and imposed load in such a 
manner as not to cause any 
settlement or other movement 
which might impairthcstability 
ol the whole or part of the 
building. 

Approximately eight years 
alter the building was com¬ 
pleted, at about the end of 1977, 
the plai lit iff not iced cracks in the 
floor ofthe lounge. Floor blocks 
were lifted and revealed crack¬ 
ing of the floor slab. An expert 
was called in and he reported 
that there was evidence of 
marked settlement to the floors 
in the lounge, dining room and 
kitchen. 

The significant feature in this 
case (as in many others) was the 
effect of the prolonged drought 
of 1976. It was accepted thatthe 
long drought which took place 
in 1975 and 1976 was not 
foreseeable back in 1969. It was 
further accepted that this 
drought hud an effect upon the 
subsidence of the floor slab. 

Alter reviewing the facts. 


expert evidence and codes of 
practice, the judge found that 
ihesoilundertheslabdidnot.on 
the state of knowledge in 
1968/69, require foundations 
any different to those used in the 
construction of the floor slab. 
Evidence was accepted that in 
1969 it was general practice to 
put floor slabs on this sort of soil 
and that it was only some time 
after the prolonged drought of 
1976 that the effects of settle¬ 
ment on floor slabs set on this 
type of soil was generally 
appreciated. 

The plaintiffs said the cause of 
the subsidence was the com¬ 
pression of the organic soil and 
that this was only triggered off 
or accelerated by the drought. 
On the other hand, the council 
said the cause of the settlement 
of the slab was solely the effect or 
the slab drying out, shrinking, 
and resulting in compression. 

The judge held that there was 
some degree of compressibility 
in the organic element ofthe soi! 
in any event but that it was so 
low that without the drought it 
would not have caused sub¬ 
sidence. The subsidence was 
caused by the compression both 
of the organic and non-orgnnic 
elements brought about by the 
exceptional and unforeseeable 
drought and accompanying 
heal of 1975 and 1976. On this 


basis the judge held (hat the 
council was not in breach of its 
duty of care. 

This disposed of the case, but 
as the judge had heard argu¬ 
ments on limitation from the 
council he decided to deal with 
them. He reviewed the leading 
cases on limitation of actions. 
The writ was issued in April 1984 
so that the cut-off date for the 
purposes oflimitntion whs April 
1978. 

The plai miff argued that time 
only began to run from the date 
when damage was suffered and 
that damage was first suffered 
when damage to a flue was 
discovered and that it was only 
from then on that the damage 
resulted in danger to health or 
safety. As the six years in 
connection with actions under 


the Building Regulations only 
starts to run once the property 
has become a health hazard, the 
■plaintiTf contended that her 
action could not be staiule- 
barred. 

The judge, however, held that 
there was a sufficient degree of 
settlement of the floor slab 
before April 1978 for the danger 
of cracking of the flue to be 
imminent. He held, therefore, 
that time began to run before 
April 1978 and that even if he 
were wrong in bis finding that 
the council had not been neg¬ 
ligent, the claim against them 
would in any event be sintutc- 
barred.

rich in sophisticated timber Woodblock print oftradllloni 
snnnes and temples,and palaces 
wjth screens and shojl paper 
windows. The emphasis instead 
is very much on concrete tech¬ 
nology, and to some extent this 
is understandable when one 
considers the natural disasters 
of earthquake, flood, fire and 
hurricane which have occurred 
all too frequently in Japan’s 
history. In fact many formerly 
historic timber castles have been 
rebuilt since 1945 in concrete in a 
characteristically unsentimen¬ 
tal and pragmatic —- if rather 
curious — decision to “restore" 
them. 

TJe architectural possibilities 
of heaviness” and "perman¬ 
ence ’ offered by concrete 
construction are something 
which appear rather foreign to 
the traditional vocubulary of 
Japanese building. At Ise Shrine, 

Tor example, it is the "idea" 
rather than the “fabric” which 
expresses permanence. This 
enormous and world-famous 
bhinto shrine has been regularly 
rebuilt every twenty years for 
centuries, and the 60th such re¬ 
building took place in 1973 .

Some of the most spectacular 
conservation work is camedout 
at Buddhist temples and Shinto 
shrines. Theseoccurthroughout 
Japan, scattered liberally 
throughout historic centres like 
Kyoto, but considerably less 
easy to find in settlements which 
were flattened in the war and 
subsequently rebuilt, a shadow 
of their former selves. The 
smallest are tiny buildings, 
perhaps hidden in the woods; 
the biggest, great developments 
— headquarters of their respec¬ 
tive sects — endowed with 
treasure houses and extensive 
gardens of refinement and 
delight. 

The best known include 
the ascetic raked-gravel en¬ 
closure at Ryoanji, the gaudy 
processional route of hundreds 
of vermilion tor// leading into 
the trees at Fushimi-Inan, and 
the Great Buddha Hall of 
Todaiji Temple in the deer park 
at Nara. This today is the largest 
wooden structure on earth, 
recently repaired, yet it is only 
two thirds of the size of the 
temple which stood herepriorto 
the rebuildingof 1709. It shelters 
a Buddha figure whose out¬ 
stretched hand can seat a man. 
About the year 800 twin seven- 
storey pagodas were built 
nearby, each apparently 100m 
high. 

Larger temples and shrines 
(the distinction is sometimes 
blurred) may be laid out to 
include an entry gate of twin 
pavilions sheltering grotesque 
demons, a main hall resplendent 
with images of Buddha and 
suitable offerings, a squat 
belfry, possibly a treasure 
house, a pagoda, quarters for 
the monks, and a host of smaller 
structures for burning incense 
and taking a mouthful of the 
water of ritual purification 
(these days the communal ladle 
may be housed in a sterilising 
unit!). 

There will also be a cascade of 
souvenir shops, for the main 
visitors will be massed regi¬ 
mented parties of schoolchil¬ 
dren. There are also foreign 
tourists and ordinary Japanese 
who visit to pay their respects, 
pull the ropes to rattle the gongs 
to “wake the gods”, clap their 
hands twice, make an offering 
and say a brief prayer. Not least 
among the visitors are those 
businessmen who wish to ap¬ 
pease patron deities of agricul¬ 
ture and commerce. The Budd¬ 
hist monks seem well in tune 
with the modern world, fre¬ 
quently holding “car blessing” 
ceremonies, and even, in June 
this year in Tokyo, holding a 
ceremony to bless 200,000 used 
brassieres. 

The richest collection of 
historic buildings and the un¬ 
disputed cultural capital of 
Japan is Kyoto. It was indeed 
the Imperial capital for nearly 
1,000 years. Probably the most 
famous building in Kyoto is the 
elegant Golden Pavilion at the 
Temple of Kinkaku-jf.. Built 
originally, in i 397 (in the Klta- ; 
yama period of the Miiromachi 
pra), i{ underwent only minor 
changes until 1950, an opulent - 
and beautiful three^storey gar- 


mg lake, surrounded by moss 
and wispy trees, once part of 
Yoshimitsu’s villa complex. 

‘The Chamber of Dharma 
Waters" is on the ground floor; 
above it is “The Tower or the 
Sound of Waves", and on the 
top floor is “The Cupola of the 
Ultimate”. In 1950 a made 
monk burnt the structure to the 
ground in a fit of religious zeal, 
and the present building dates 
from 1955; it claims to be a near 
perfect recreation of the origi¬ 
nal. At present it doesn't glitter, 
for there is no gold leaf. In fact it 
is very difficult to see the 
structure at all due to dense 
scaffolding and heavy screening 
to preserve building operations 


from the public gaze. The long 
and laborious task of relacquer¬ 
ing the timbers is under way and 
in due course regilding will 
begin. The conservation team 
are adamant that it is an honour 
to be associated with such 
prestigious works which carry 
no restriction on time or budget. 
The only stipulation is that the 
result should be perfect. 

It is impossible to say whether 
such information is true, or 
whether it is the Japanese 
explanation of the truth to a 
foreigner; these are not always 
the same. But a few kilometres 
away at the templeof Kiyomizu- 
dera the figures are plain

enough. Repairs [o the three* 
storey pndoga arc costed at 300 
million Yen and the timetable is 
two years. 

The Kiyomizudera Temple 
complex lies by misty hills to the 
south east of central Kyoin and 
is best known for its main hall or 
llouden, which is built out from 
the side ofa hill on a great forest 
of timber columns ami houses 
the eleven-faced "thousand- 
urmed” Kanseiun Hosaisit or 
Uodhisaitva of Mercy which hits 
u history of 1,300years. Various 
other structures he nearby. The 
three-storey Pagoda itself is the 
largest of its ki nd in Japan and is 
contemporary with Kiyomizu- 
dera's Sammon Cate; both are 
from the carl yTukugawa period 
and were completed in the early 
1630s. It isdatined that theseare 
the first major repairs since then 
and funds have been swelled by 
selling ’‘personally initialled" 
copies of Buddhist Sutras, and 
by the usual practice of encour¬ 
aging donations for dedicatory 
rooftilcs. 

The scaffold is a chunky steel 
frame on concrete foundations. 
AN lifts arc fully boarded and 
access between lifts is by means 
of timber ramps which seem 
hazardous when muddy, but 
which prove no problem for the 
workmen in their split-toed 
boats and strange ’‘plus-four" 
type overalls. Opaque wired- 
plastic screens surround the 
scaffold. Nearby is the site hut 
(haven of green tea!) where 
engineers rather than architects 
liaise with the adjacent carpen¬ 
ter shop where traditional saws 
fnokogiri)and adzes (chona) are 
used in conjunction with power 
tools. Machinery is used wher¬ 
ever it is expedient, but rarely, 
for example, where an adze-cut 
surface would be more appro¬ 
priate. 

On the ground, ready for re- 
erection, stands the spire of the 
pagoda or sarin, a 1,200kg cast 
iron and bronze assemblage of 
rings or Kukl. Timber repairs are 
usually necessary for reason of 
simple neglect; accumulations 
of leaves, water penetration 
t hrough roofsof bark or tile, and 
attack by worm, rot, and mason 
bees. Unsawn timber has been 
frequently used for cantilevered 
rafters ami this is prone to 
sapwood decay; at higher levels 
often only the visible face of any 
timber is dressed. Most of the 


timber at Kiyomizudera is 
Japanese Hinoki (Chnmaecyp- 
aris obtusa), but denser woods 
are used for support brackets. 

Unswcpt pngoda roofs arc 
deemed to be "male"; down- 
swept roofs are “female". The 
silver-grey tiles from the roofs nt 
Kiyomizudera pngndu have 
been stripped, to be rclnid with 
salvaged ,ind new hand-made 
tiles when structural works arc 
complete. Most timber connec¬ 
tions arc by dowel or trad¬ 
itionally proven joints like the 
sickle (kama) or jytt-hozo. Cast- 
iron cramps are also used and 
copper washers finished in gold 
are sometimes incorporated 
between the wood and the iron. 
The only fixings urc bamboo 
"nails*' which arc particularly 
good because they swell after 
insertion, and these arc used to 
hold together the soffit o rurago. 
which is built tip of laminated 
limbers. The main central post 
of the pagoda, the shin-hasfiira. 
is formed of two long and 
massive limbers locked together 
with metal bands. Sacred Budd¬ 
hist relics nrc traditionally 
interred below the base of this 
post. 

Originally, constructional 
limbers were often identified by 
a brush-painted kanji notation. 
Now', dismantled limbers and 
new limbers are marked 
throughout with small ply tags. 
As little new timber as possible 
has been used in the repairs at 
Kiyomizudera, and where there 
has been localised decay this has 
simply been cut out to allow a 
small piece of slightly oversized 
new (bui well seasoned) timber 
to be fitted in its place, held by 
modern gtues and cramps. 
Timber preservatives are com¬ 
monly used. New timber is only 
toned down artificially where it 
is felt to be particularly visually 
jarring; thus a complete new 
soffit may be left to weather 
naturally, but a single new 
support bracket may be camou¬ 
flaged. At lower levels of the 
pagoda teams of specialists are 
already at work repainting the 
complex with brightly coloured 
stencil patterns and applying 
gold leaf. 

Timber is sized according to 
certain rules, and an awareness 
of certain building measures 
developed over the years is 
fundamental man understand¬ 
ing of traditional Japanese 
architecture.

The large hall or Daiyuhoden 
ofMampukujj Temple complex 
in Kyoto is also being repaired at 
present.

Obaku sect of Zen Buddhism 
and there is a strong Chinese 
influence in the design of the 
buildings which date from 1668. 
Inside the Daiyuhoden are great 
Buddhist statues which will be 
cleaned and the stencil-cut 
patterns of their timber plinths 
will be rccut. External walls arc 
set within a framework of 
colossal columns of teuk an 
“Chinese drum'* stone bases 
(repairs will be carried out with 
timber imported from Taiwnnl. 
Infill panels to the ground floor 
walls are of rammed earth 
which, in repaired sections, is 
formed around a central timber 
trellis and a synthetic fabric 
called asa. Top-coat finish is of 
local white earth. This is pro¬ 
tected front the worst of the rains 
by the long overhang of the 
upswept roof bedecked with 
heads of demons or onigawara, 
mouths open or closed accord¬ 
ing to gender. Slop ends to the 
rooftiles are frequently im¬ 
printed: at Mnmpukuji the 
symbols read Mampukuzenji. 
Imperial buildings often show 
the chrysanthemum flower 
motif, and one of the most 
common designs is a simple 
comma shaped to woe. 

Away from the banging gongs 
and chanting monks of Mam pu- 
kuji another set of important 
repairs is taking place at the 
main hall of Tomyoji Temple 
near Yokohama. Of particular 
interest here is the highly 
detailed model of the structure 
which has been prepared to help 
in the restoration of thebuilding 
to its original form. It is well 
used on site. Once again theroof 
is supported by vast Limber 
columns, and where these are 
decayed, sections are cut out 
with surgical skill, and replace¬ 
ment timber is introduced. 
Within a few years the hairline 
joint between the two will have 
vanished to view. Such skill 

The main hall of Tomyoji 
Temple is not part of a temple 
complex; itissetinopublicpark, 
one of several in Japan which 
display collections of old build¬ 
ings. Purists opposed to the 
principle of moving buildings at 
all might view these Japanese 
developments in less harsh a 
light than others closer to ho me, 
for the timber buildings can 
frequently be dismantled and 


transported in their constituent 
pieces, and a good pro port ion of 
the movement has been due (o 
dam building. Sankei-en garden 
at Yokohama is a delight to visit 
because the buildings, up to 500 
years old. are set in such 
delightful surroundings; they 
include not mily structures from 
Tomyoji, but also a number of 
mink a. "houses of the pcoplc'\a 
term which includes everything 
from the dwellings of the poor¬ 
est tarmerstu homes of everyone 
not in the very highest social 
strata. A visit to S.inkci-en is an 
experience in peace and tran¬ 
quility; the gentle falling of 
cherry blossom, great colourful 
carp in limpid pools, the chirrup 
of cicadas and the song of the 
Japanese nightingale. The 
quietness is only shattered once 
a day by one of the nationally 
beloved luudspeakcr systems 
which plays *’Auld Lang Svne". 
In Japan this means ’’dosing 
lime"! 

Other open-air museums ot 
note include Uida Mmzoku- 
Mura at Takayama, Nihon 
Minka-en village at Kawasaki, 
the Meiji-Mura museum near 
Nngoya which specialises in 
buildings from Japan’s Meiji 
period (1868-19121. and the 
Shirakawago Gassho no Saco in 
Gifu. The mmfcn at the Shira¬ 
kawago museum (and some 
similar structures in neighbour¬ 
ing mountain villages) are 
among the most interesting. 
The form of these mink a is 
dominated by kirizuma gassho- 
zukuri, ahigh gabled roof “in the 
form of hands praying"; these 
miscanthus thatched slopes are 
steeply pitched against heavy 
winter snow loads, and the 
construction is ofbiglogs or sow 
which are lashed together with 
straw ropes or neso. The rafters 
have pointed ends which fit into 
holes in the wallplate. 

Inside these houses, burn¬ 
ished with age and smelling 
richly of open fires, there lived 
until comparatively recently 
extended families which might 
number 30 people apiece, to¬ 
gether with their tools and 
agricultural equipment. Re- 
ihaiching the houses was a 
mutual activity which bounded 
the community together; in the 
dark, high pitched attics, silk 
worms were cultivated. 
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THE paucity ofarchilecrural 
work nowadays has pro¬ 
moted a new breed of hard- 
headed businessmen, with 
just one product to sell — 
fiood design. 

Among these resilient nnd 
cost •conscious creators arc the 
In-month-old CJarkc/Rcnncr 
Architects. Gone arc the days 
says partner David Clarke, of 
professionals politely posturing 
and evading publicity. The 
luturc is in going out and 
promoting oneself.

much more of the promoter and 
entrepreneurial spirit.”

“The RIBA is not pulling its 
weight. It should be teaching 
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themselves." And, says the 
practice, something should be 
done about the fee system. 

Like most young practices 
more than 50percentof Clarke/ 
Renner Architects' work is given 
over to speculative schemes, and 
those that bear fruit have to 
finance everything else on the 
office books. “But," says Clarke, 
“architects should be paid on an 
investment basis, not on con¬ 
struction costs — especially if 
you are invited lo submit 
designs. Doctors and lawyers 
are paid as soon ns they spend 
any time on you. not if they win 
your case, or make you better." 

The architectural approach of 
the practice is essentially English 
vernacular (call the piece “Laid 
back and thinking of England”, 
they said! and the partners like 
to think they promote all that 
was good in the architecture of 
Lutyens and his peers. They 
aspire to rediscovering the 
qualities of light and interiors 
which seem to have been largely 
forgotten and demonstrating a 
new understanding of the town- 
scape. This immersion in the 
best of British is conscious and 
occasionally borders on the 
eccentric: "Wherever we go out 
to see a new site together,“ says 
Clarke, "we try to go for 
afternoon tea somewhere.” 

But the practice’s traditional 
bias represents an architectural 
vocabulary rather than dogma. 
“Architecture," says Renner, 
“is richer for being able to use 
forms and features from the 
past,” and Clarke/Renner use 
them in interpretation rather 
than imitation. The result is 
designs which combine contex¬ 
tual with contemporary refer¬ 
ences to a high standard. Their 
speculative office scheme in 
Guildford, for example, unites a 
striking glazed atrium and bay 
windows framed in green alu¬ 
minium with pitched roofs and 
brickwork. 

Perhaps surprisingly, given 
their design predilections, the

has been taken loo far. “The 
extent of conservation is a real 
insult to contemporary British 
and European architecture," 
says Clarke. And the choice of 
imitative schemes as compe¬ 
tition winners on sites such as 
the Grand Buildings in Trafal¬ 
gar Sq uare—where the potential 
far surpasses the result — is just 
rubbingsah into the wound. 

It is not enough, say Clarke/ 
Renner Architects, to lake 
traditional forms and jiggle 
them around to form a new 
composite picture. Relation¬ 
ships have to be established wilh 
the environment and a carefully 
considered building produced. 
But the practice’s office scheme 
for Dorking, which hasjusi been 
given planning permission, whs 
virtually criticised for just this. 
The planners thought the design 
good — perhaps ton goud — fur 
the site. Clarke and his col¬ 
leagues were not especially 
surprised: "Planning commit¬ 
tees promote the mediocre,” he 
says, "because thev aim to 
provide the least offensive for 
the greatest number of people, 
rather than encouraging good 
design." 

The planning procedure is too 
inflexible, says Clarke. The 
authorities designate certain 
building types in certain zones, 
regardless of demand or aesthe¬ 
tic relevance. "We want lo 
compose our designs," says 
Renner, “and not fill in within 
the dotted lines. We want to 
provide something with a sense 
of place, not something insig¬ 
nificant." 

This demand from planners 
for unobtrusive schemes which 
do not challenge their environ¬ 
ment seems to support Clarke's 
prognosis of the profession's 
ills. Current design, he believes, 
is thwarted by a lack of confi¬ 
dence. 

“Usually one has to live up 
to the reputations of one's 
predecessors. We are trying to 
live down the architects ofthe 
60s and 70s and until wedo there 
will be no confidence." 
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IF you’re an architect, the 
chances are that you're a 
member of the RIBA. 

But have you ever thought 
seriously about why you joined? 
Did you do it as a gesture of 
solidarity with the profession? 
Did you join as soon as you 
could after you qualified, in 
celebration of your newiy- 
attained status? Did you join it 
for the library, for the bar, or 
perhaps for the half-price lec¬ 
ture tickets? Or were you terror¬ 
ised into believing, as some still 
do, that if you wanted to join 
later,you'd be forced topayhalf 
of all your back subscriptions 
since you qualified? 

Whatever the reasons, the 
vast majority of architects do 
join. In 1985, RIBA member¬ 
ship numbered 20.462, out of a 
total of 28.044 UK-registered 
architects —■ that’s 73 per cent. 

Most of the remainder, whe¬ 
ther they like it or not. are 
represented in Arcuk by the 
Unattached group. Compared 
| with the fully-funded opera¬ 
tions of the institute, elected 
councillor John Allan and his 
colleagues have an uphill strug¬ 
gle. Nobody pays a subscription 
to the Unattached — a case of 
representation without taxa¬ 
tion. 



- Categories 

Allan cites three categories of 
Unattached — the conscient¬ 
ious objectors, those who don't 
need to join a professional 
association because their boss, 
partner or spouse is a member, 
and the apathetic. 

Can one articulate apathy? 
Are there in any case really all 
those seasoned professionals 
out there who, though assiduous 
m pursuit of their clients’ 
interest, just couldn’t care less 
when it comes to professional 
matters? I talked separately to 
Allan, principal in an architec¬ 
tural co-operative and. by 
contrast, Roderick Gradidge 
noted eccentric and one-man 
band. 

"Ido believe that many newly 
! ual jn«i students simply join 
the RIBA out of a conditioned 
reflex,” says Allan, "assuming 
that in some way or other you 
have to, to practise as an 
architect. The last moment to 
deal with this misinformation is 
of course Pan III _ but lhe „ 
most of those running the 
professional practice courses 
are themselves RIBA members 
who may not really understand 
the position anyway, and are 
therefore almost bound to 
present the professional con¬ 
stitution from an RIBA view- 
point. It’s a mixture of ignor-

"More recently, under un- 
typicajly non-partisan chair¬ 
manship, Arcuk has correctly 
distinguished its role from that 
of the RIBA in the matter of 
education and, in so doing, 
made a valuable contribution 
towards the maintenance of 
standards. This independent 
stance would have been incon¬ 
ceivable 10 years ago; and I 
should like to think that the 
activity of the Unattached in 
recent years has been a con¬ 
tributory factor in this process 
of emancipation. What hastobe 
appreciated is that because of its 
statutory responsibilities, Ar¬ 
cuk has a higher role than to 
serve any constituent profes¬ 
sional interest." 

Roderick Gradidge, by con¬ 
trast, is the most isolated of 
conscientious objectors; in his 
own words "totally disenfran¬ 
chised ... not even attached to 
the Unattached". The serious¬ 
ness with which he views the 
mntter is markedly less than 
Allan's; and his response to my 
question why he wasn't a 
member was hearty laughter. 
"When I left the AA it didn't 
strike me that it was going to 
serve a very useful purpose for 
me, and having qualified, I 
didn’t bother to join. I don'l 
particularly like the RIBA, and 
as you know I lit ink it was a (that 
time very much a bosses'union. 
That was in those happy days 
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Most architects join the RIBA - what are the motives of those who don't?

before one was oneself in the 
position being a boss." 

The way Arcuk statistics are 
held make it difficult to make 
accurate observations about the 
employment status of the una¬ 
ttached. But it’s probably true 
that most of them are salaried. 
Despite —or perhaps because of 
— the efforts of the salaried 
Architects Group, the idea that 
the RIBA is still a club for "boss 
architects" seems hard to shift. 
Even so, many hold off from 
coming out too strongly against 
the institute because they look 
forward to being bosses them¬ 
selves one day. To do otherwise 
would be about as logical as a 
group of militant grubs pro¬ 
testing against beetles. 

When Gradidge decided to set 
up on his own, RIBA rules for 
welcoming recalcitrants into the 
fold were stricter than they are 
today. "They said, ‘Oh yes,we’d 
be delighted to have you,as long 
as you pay half of your entire 
back subscription,’ which 
would have added up to thous¬ 
ands of pounds! I don't know 
whether or not they still have 
that requirement. Bin anvhow, 
that totally put me off them for 
good." 

Belief 

Many principals join because 
they believe that the Clients’ 
Advisory Service will get them 
work. Allan, a director in the 
firm Avanti Architects, is unim¬ 
pressed. “Having been part of a 
Practice that was part of the 
j-AS, I’m not aware of its ever 
having procured any work, or 
that it was particularly active on 
the practice’s behaff.' As far as 

W r u^ e concer ned, the only 
reliable way of getting work is 
tnrough the conscientiousness 
ot yourservice and the quality of 

D Q |t> r * pr ? posa,s ' We arc in the 
RIBA directory, and [ don’t 
mink ve ever had any jobs 
‘trough that." After a mom¬ 
ent s thought, he qualified his 
taiement: "1 think we were once 


asked to fix up a gay bar on the 
Ball’s Pond Road." 

Gradidge seemed similarly 
sceptical. "Well I suppose it’s 
jobs for the bovs. If the RIBA 
represented 100 per cent of 
architects then it would be 
perfectly proper, because they 
could hand out the jobs to the 
right person. But in many cases 
the right architect is just the sort 
of person who wouldn’t be a 
member of the RIBA." 

In his view, the institute 
already enjoys an unfair ad¬ 
vantage, thanks to a long¬ 
standing misunderstanding am¬ 
ongst the public: "It’s always 
narked me that people still think 
that I’m not really an architect, 
because one isn’t on that bloody 
list. The RIBA spends its entire 
time suggesting it's a monopoly, 
and that every architect is "a 
member. It does its best to 
suggest this on every occasion. 
And of course it's not true. The 
general public is deeply misled 
over this matter." 

Perhaps of more practical 
effect for many than either the 
List of Members or the Clients' 
Advisory Service is what Allan 
calls the Rotary Club factor: 
"Out in the real bnckwoodlands 
where the marketplace is a 
perhaps a little bit more crude 
than it is in London and the 
South-east, it docs seem to be a 
lot more significant than it does 
here. I have been to places where 
I’ve been asked to give a talk 
about “Unattached" issues, 
where if you were unattached 
you almost couldn’t drink in the 
same bar as people who were in 
the RIBA." 

Allan said that one of those 
things he has tried particularly 
to tackle has been the assump¬ 
tion that non-members of the 
RIBA are somehow less quali¬ 
fied. “Quite a number of dis¬ 
criminatory job advertisements 
have appeared for years in the 
architectural press, often put 
out by public sector offices, 
incidentally. Nowsuch practices 
may be considered to contra- 
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vene the Standard of Conduct.' 

But now that the unattached 
were not required to observe the 
RIBA code, didn't that mean 
that a member was now obliged 
to offer a higher standard of 
service? Not in Allan’s view. 

Demanding 

"Read the code and having 
done so, decide for yourself 
whether the Arcuk Standard of 
Conduct is or is not more 
demanding than the RIBA 
Code.” According to Allan, a 
"performance specification" 
approach is likely to be more 
effective than the RIBA’s com- 
plex set of rules. "For example 



under the Arcuk code, it is quite 
conceivable that you could be 
penalised for incompetent prac¬ 
tice, whereas that is not covered 
by the RIBA Code. For the 
latter, you're only obliged to 
carry out your duties faithfully. 
In the case of Arcuk, you’re 
obliged to carry them out 
faithfully and conscientiously. ” 

Perhaps surprisingly, Allan is 
philosophical about the exisi- 
cnceoftlicinsiituie:" Allsorts of 
vocational market sectors will 
have professional associations. 
That’s more or less inevitable, 
and I don’t see much point in 
simply mouthing off against the 
RIBA for the sake of ii. 

"These institutions exist.

They’re probably 19th century 
cultural products, but (here they 
are. And people who want to 
join them can join them. What I 
think is not acceptable is if 
statutory bodies such ns Arcuk, 
which were set up with n fairly 
clear brief from Parliament to 
achieve certain public interest 
objectives are. if you like, 
hijacked by the RTBA — either 
benignly or otherwise — to 
promote RIBA policy." 

Gradidge’s essential objec¬ 
tion was more personal. "The 
trouble with the RIBAisthat it’s 
impossible to move them by 
resigning or doing any thing else. 
They’re such a solid lump of 
professional nonentities. 

"As you know, r call myself 
Roderick Gradidge Architect. 
Everyone from Christopher 
Wren to Edwin Lutyens has 
tried to call themselves Archi¬ 
tect. Nobody I know who’s of 
any quality really is trying tocall 
himself ARIBA" — or chart¬ 
ered architect?, 1 ventured — 
"or chartered architect, a re¬ 
volting expression! 

"1 work as an architect, and 
I’m much more interested in 
being an architect than all this 
damn nonsense aboui profes¬ 
sionalism . . . anyhow, I’m 
Master Elect of the Art Work¬ 
ers’ Guild. That’s much more 
important!"

A critical text which took as 
its material either illustrations 
or verbal descriptions of the 
hutlding, or both. The text itself 
would he seen ns eoitiaining (wo 
components: descriptive pas¬ 
sages. phrases and words, uml 
critical, or evuhrulive ones, lint I 
want in argue that the difference 
is superficial the so-called 
des crip live texts embed a per¬ 
spective which makes their 
critique covert, while that of the 
evaluative, critical ones is overt. 

A ny architect lira I publication 
serves us a quarry for this kind of 
mixed text. Building Design is as 
good a source as any. In recent 
weeks a host of headlines has 
described new commercial de¬ 
velopment proposals for Lon¬ 
don: ”Giant docks .scheme”; 
“Retail giant”; "Retail colos¬ 
sus “Cast End lowergiam"ctc 
(I). My selection places pnr- 
licular emphasis on ifce: is that 
merely n description of form or 
is i t a cclebm I ion of the way scale 
can be used to symbolise the 
power of market investnient, 
progress and commercial tech¬ 
nology? Such foim-imagery is 
dearly far more than descrip¬ 
tive. 

The functional parts of the 
texts -- those (hat describe what 
the buildings are for — have a 
corresponding homogeneity. 
This is ihc result of the writers' 
selective use of language which 
corresponds to the market's 
selective focus onto a limited set 
of commercial and social acti¬ 
vities. "Science/commercial 
park", "marine centre", “ex¬ 
hibition centre", “offices”, “hi- 
tech space", "trade man”, 
"studio space", “information 
technology centre”, “gym", 
"health spa", "water park”, 
"zoo”, "multiplex cinema" are 
functions mentioned inthesame 
set of articles. These functional 
images create a cohesive class of 
people which spends its time 
between fast moving, IT-based 
business deals, development of 
physical fitness, private art, 
reconstituted nature and a 
ceaseless round of eating, shop¬ 
ping and spectacle viewing. Life 
has become simultaneously 
“scientific" and “fun" on a 
massive and profitable scale. So 
in this language which deals with 
physical hums and with build¬ 
ing ftmetions, it is impossible to 
define what is “descriptive" and 
whm is "critical". Language can 
never be innocent. 

What is true for the text is 
equally true for the image: the 
selection of views, their lighting, 
the presence or absence of 
people, the use or (usually) the 
uhscncc of phut* — all these arc 
part and puree! of a manipu¬ 
lative process which is the stock- 
in-trade of the media. 

'Miis much is clear to any 
intelligent render. We all know 
the hundred and one ways by 
which we use language to carry 
meaning far below its surface 
content. We selective I y use some 
words and not others, for 
example, in the same texts, 


shops are described as “retail 
units", or “leisure retailing"; 
houses as “homes". We selec¬ 
tively suppress some words and 
hence create n silence; in the 
same texts there arc no words 
describing functions appro¬ 
priate to anyone who is not 
employed, is elderly, disabled, 
nr looking after young children; 
no words describing Stnte- 
finnncrcl activities such as 
education or health care; none 
suggesting small-scale, indi¬ 
vidually nr coinmuaity-owncd 
enterprise. In other words a 
large section of society as we 
experience it has simply become 1 
invisible. 

We give n text meaning in 
other ways; its total length, the 
way it is sub-divided, the relative 
length of, and the amount of 
detail invested in, various parts, 
ihc “lone", the amount of 
repetition, the implied positions 
of the tendcr/lisicner/author, 
all these are the hidden struc¬ 
tures of everyday language. 
Without ihc tools of modern 
linguistics and what has come to 
be called "discourse analysis", 
ihc familiarity of everyday 
language would merely hide 
these mechanisms. With them, 
the study of literature, the 
media, politics and an has 
irreversibly changed. But the 
field of architecture has re¬ 
mained remarkably impervious 
to these developments. Why? 

To Rnswcr lhat question we 
have to look at another, even 
more important type of archi¬ 
tectural text; not the descriptive 
or critical one which comes into 
being after a design or a building 
is produced, but the prescriptive 
text which exists prior to their 
production. The prescription is 
these days called the "brier*; in 
the past it may have been an Act 
of Parliament, a town council 
resolution, or simply a letter 
from prince or pope. These texts 
are produced by the owners/ 
sponsors of the building, and are 
the chieL or in the case of 
competitions, the only, mode by 
which their intentions are 
transferred into a technical 
product possessing certain 
forms and arrangement of 
spaces. 

The investment of huge re¬ 
sources in building production, 
by those who command such 
resources, has at least twosets of 
purposes. First, the buildings 
have to serve certain "evident" 
needs —- as varied ns industrial 
production, office work, health 
care, or containing and dis¬ 
playing a collection of pictures. 
Secondly, they have to re¬ 
produce those social and poli¬ 
tical structures which have given 
the sponsors — individuals, 
private corporations, the State 
nr local authorities — access to 
t he requ i red resources. Thus in a 
health centre nnt only do 
doctors, nurses and paramed¬ 
ical staff have u> deliver efficient 
clinical care, but the rela¬ 
tionships between them and 
patients, visitors and the public 
nave to reinforce professional 
roles, the degree of dependency 
which is required and the very 
definition of "health". In art 
galleries the pictures have to be

not only safely housed and 
comfortably viewed, but their 
organisation, sequence and 
classification have to reinforce 
the role of art. the current 
scholarly and critical ideology 
of "schools" and style, and the 
needs of the owners, art market, 
auctioneers and curatorial pro¬ 
fessionals. 

The building product ach¬ 
ieves these intentions and mean¬ 
ings in many ways. Its form, or 


“style", will carry them. Post¬ 
modernist, hi-tech intestinal, 
psc udo-vcrnacu la r, mainstrea tn 
“modern", or neo-classical will 
each have their appropriate 
occasions. The way the spaces 
arc linked to each other, and to 
the outside, public domain, will 
he another powerful means of 
indicating who is who and the 
roles of all participants. But 
these formal and spatial devices 
ail spring from definitions of 


function — who does what, 
where; who has access to what or 
whom, where, when? So while 
the sponsors may give up formal 
or artistic control over the 
ultimate product, and may leave 
its spatial structure to emerge as 
an implicit, customary prop¬ 
erty, they will be as explicit as 
possi ble over t he fu net i ona I p ro- 
gramme. Sometimes this will 
require a brief of bul ky volumes, 
resulting from several years* 


teamwork by a whole range of 
specialists and professionals, 
which on occasions may include 
the designer. 

In order to retain strong 
control through the brief,in the 
face of an architect who claims 
to be an independent agent, 
sponsors have to reach a work¬ 
ing agreement with architects. 
Traditionally this has taken the 
form of defining them as free 
artists, having craft skills.

During the industrial revolu¬ 
tion craft skill was replaced by 
engineering, hence the two great 
European traditions of archi¬ 
tectural education, the Ecoledes 
Beaux Arts and the Ecole 
Polytechnique. Art was defined 
as personal, subjective; tech¬ 
nology as public, neutral. The 
brieLm the social sphere, had to 
be defined as equally neutral. So 
labels for buildings and func¬ 
tions, room areas, environ¬ 


mental conditions, methods of 
circulation, access from outside, 
and a few adjacency or separa¬ 
tion relationships, are couched 
in “objective*', “expert’’ or 
"technical" language. It is not 
surprising that it has been 
impossible to admit the non¬ 
innocence of language in archi¬ 
tecture as far as the brief is 
concerned; everything, in the 
end, depends on maintaining 
this fiction and thus putting it 


beyond debate. 

It is time to look at some 
concrete cases of how this 
language operates. There is 
nowhere better to start than with 
an early industrial revolution 
example, when in response to 
social and technical upheavals, a 
host of new building types was 
invented, each with an appro¬ 
priately elaborated brief. In the 
case of the new Glasgow Lunatic 
Asylum, designed by William 


StRrk in 1807, the building had 
to fulfil a number of functions. 
First, to house safely and ‘‘cure’ ’ 
both bourgeois and pauper 
lunatics, who were becoming an 
increasing burden on their 
families and the parishes re¬ 
spectively, and whose unreason 
was a threat not only to the 
mechanical, productive order of 
the day, but, in a particu¬ 
larly acute way in post-En- 
lightenment Scotland, to Rea-

son itself. So collecting, making 
visible and controlling these 
people, as was already done with 
moral disorder (crime) and 
physical disorder (disease) in 
prisons and hospitals, was an 
essential social and architec¬ 
tural task. Moreover these 
institutions were designed to be 
models of orderly society itself, a 
.model based on classification by 
se.x, economic means (ability to 
pay or not) and productive 
capacity. The terms of diagnosis 
referred to an individual's 
normal productive state, and 
each condition expresses the 
patient's distance from it. 

Stark published the brief, in 
his client's terms(2) to express 
social relationships. The words 
are actually laid out on Ihc page 
(figure 1) according to a hier¬ 
archical structure, which is then 
translated, still in words, into 
spatial locat ions such as “frout" 
and "rear”, "left" and •Tight” 
and"upper"and “lower story". 
The eventual centralised, cruci¬ 
form, four-winged plan and the 
form of the dome over the 
central surveillance apartments 
(figure 2) were n direct outcome 
of this verbal prescription. 

Sometimes briefs contain 
instructions in graphic as well ns 
verbal form; for instance in the 
still current Design Guide-. 
Health Centres In Scotland, n 
series of room diagrams and 
prescriptions is given. It turns 
out that in every room in which 
patients and stall interface, a 
washbasin is provided (figure 3). 
This includes the interview 
room and the social workers’ 
office/inlerview rooml The 
implication is that staff-patient 
contact is regarded as polluting 
and any space within which it 
occurs must be provided with 
ritual cleansing equipment. 

In the competition brier for 
Glasgow’s Burrell Gallery, it 
was required that “The Drawing 
Room, Hall and Dining Room 
of Hutton Castle (the Burrells* 
residence) are to be reproduced 
in the proposed building.” All 
entries were obliged to do this— 
and with it to reproduce a whole 
set of ideas which Burrell had 
embodied in his collection and 
gifi. First the notion of an 
eclectic privatecollectionnndiis 
housing as part of an elite 
domestic setting. Secondly, the 
idea that the originator of a 
collection and his historical 
involvement gives the appro¬ 
priate general framework for the 
display of objects all of which 
had been torn out of their 
historical and production con- 
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texts. (In the case of church 
porches and stone altars, the 
“torn out” is true in the literal 
sense). And thirdly the brief 
grouped the objects by region 
(France, Spain etc), by period 
(ancient, Romanesque, I400-- 
1600 etc), by material (pottery, 
porcelain and tapestry, etc), by • 
use (table glass, weapons etc) 
and by subject matter (hunting 
scenes, religious and allegorical 
subjects etc). In other words 
every conceivable mode of 
classification except one which 
refers to the production of the 
object —made by certain classes 
of producers. Tor certain classes 
of patrons, paid or contracted 
for in certain ways, kept by 
owners and acquired and used 
by collectors. 

In the acclaimed building 
which resulted, the effect is 
precisely as this brief intended 
— objects removed from all 
concrete contexts, related to 
each other by one of these 
abstract classifications or view¬ 
ed in relative isolation, next to 
Nature tthe immediate land¬ 
scape outside the window) thus 
emphasising the pure, un-his- 
torical, paradisical quality of art. 

The division of thelext into its 
component parts can be repre¬ 
sented by a tree-diagram as in 
figure 4, where it is clear which 
subjects are divided in greater 
depth as well as into more sub¬ 
sections, and which remain at a 
higher level of generality. The 
details of the collection, in 
Section C3, are of the former 
kind, while the external works 
(C7) remain defined in a few 
lines at level one. 

There is no way of creating a 
prescriptive brief which does not 
possess powerful, design-de¬ 
termining meanings.

The second element of the 
proposed addition would sub¬ 
sume a renovated annexe (strip¬ 
ped of fire stairs, exit nor ami 
interior walls; with onlv floor 
slabs remaining) in "spaces 
programmatically and physi¬ 
cally integrated with ihoscofihc 
existing Small Rotunda and 
connecting “bridge". On the 
ground floor, nn administrative

five "open loft" floors canti¬ 
levered out from the core wall, 
with structural transfer from thc 
existing column wall. All of the 
Guggenheim's "backstage" 
1 unci ions would be housed 
within it: all public spaces in the 
annexe, "bridge". Large and 
Small Rotundas. Completely 
separating private spaces I'r.uii 
public, and creating functional 
adjacencies winch the museum 
considers essential for effi¬ 
ciency. economy, and securiix, 
the lolt would contain art 
storage on die seventh flour: 
conservation mi thc eighth; staff 
offices un the ninth and tenth: 
and mechanical equipment and 
a small board room (with drop- 
dead views of Central Park) on 
the eleventh. The total net area 
of the proposed cantilever 
element would be J2,000sq It. 

Before arriving at this pro- 
gra m ina t i e solu don. G wat hmey 
Siegel investigated several alter¬ 
native designs. 

One was a "complying build¬ 
ing”: above the square balcony 
of the Small Rotunda, this 
alternative would have stacked 
forms resembling biscuit tins 
and mi Ik cartons in such a way as 
to ridicule and obliterate 
Wright's original, organic mas¬ 
sing. A second alternative, 
buildabie "as-of-right" and 
observing the Fifth Avenue 
Street Wall ordinance, simply 
would have demolished the 
Guggenheim and replaced it 
with a monolith 201 ft long X 70ft 
deep x I50fi high — with 20ft 
setbacks and an additional 60ft 
mass on top. A third alternative 
of constructing vaults beneath 
the perimeter pavement was 
eliminated because of cost, and 
because an active underground 
stream running across the site 
would render'hoth climatic and 
fiduciary assurance unobtain¬ 
able. 

The architects rested their 
case: "Given the program, 2 the 
site constraints, 1 ... and the 
historic significance of Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s building, there 
are no alternative designs which 
we could recommend.” 

* * * 

So much for programme. As 
for the architectural find urban- 
istic merits of the proposed 
addition, Gwathmey Siegel 
contend that it would be “refer¬ 
ential. contextual, and interpre- 
tivcly sympathetic". After 
measuring and analysing the 
original building, senior asso¬ 
ciate Jacob Alspector con¬ 
cluded: “Frank Lloyd Wright’s 
lifelong explorations in the 
inherent geometry of circles, 
triangles and squares culmin¬ 
ated in the Guggenheim.”

Wright's use of a four-foot

ule: the depth of the loft does 
align with the centre-line of the 
Large Rotunda, as does the 
cantilever soffit with the spiral's 
uppermost parapet; but — 
conceptually a “half-cube ob¬ 
ject" — the loft's actual width 
exceeds its notional dimension 
by the thickness of panel returns 
on both sides, as does its actual 
height the nominal 64ftsquare by 
the height of the 11th floor. 

Finally; some speculation 
about the necessity for a ‘‘grid¬ 
ded rectangular slab presenting 
a plainer background to the 
north portion of the site", as 
contended by Gwathmey Siegel; 
even as sketched by FLW. 
Originally (1948 drawings), 
Wright sited his Large Rotunda 
to the north,setting it againstthe 
existing apartment house at 4 
East 89th Street; ultimately, he 
turned the Guggenheim through 
180 degrees: the better to have 
his primary "object" — the 
spiral (reduced in height by one 
turn) — turn more freely in 
space, and be read against the 
less obtrusive townhouses to the 
south. 

Wright having thus estab¬ 
lished the proper context for a 
correct reading of his principal 
architectural statement, might 
one not argue that at the same 
time ho also introduced the 
actual condition necessary for 
creating his intended urban 
dialectic: that without the 
analogue of any additional 
"gridded rectangular slab” — 
either Gwathmey Siegel's or 
Wright's own — 4 East 89th 
Street is, in the orthogonality 
implicit in its trabeated struc¬ 
ture and explicit in its setback 
massing, already more than 
adequate to represent the rigid, 
rectangular city in contradis¬ 
tinction to which the Guggen¬ 


heim was designed? 

Commensurately — andiron- 
«ally. — would not the further 
addition of any mass circum¬ 
scribing the ambit of the 
museum's external volume 
diminish the effect to achieve 
which Wright flipped the scheme 
in the first place? In this regard, 
one _ notes that two previous 
additions have both had a 
negative impact on the requisite 
envelope of space, in which 
Wright wrote his last will and 
testament concerning spatial 
continuity and forms (possibly 
as metaphors for the individual) 
freely expressing themselves in 
an urban context. 

In 1968, Peters’ annexe not 
only replaced the void of the 
original, open service courtyard 
with an octagonally-panelled 
solid; it also curtailed the 
rounded emphasis of the Small 
Rotunda by orthogonally at¬ 
taching it to 4 East 89th Street. 
Even more critical for its 
consequences on the spatial 
energy of the main, Fifth 
Avenue elevation was the infill¬ 
ing in 1974 of the driveway 
beneath and perpendicular to 
the connecting "bridge”; the 
enclosed space contains the 
present restaurant and book¬ 
store. 

If one admits these once-open 
spaces as counterparts neces-

sary to realise the solid-void 
synergy inherent in Wright's 
"organic" forms, then should 
one attempt to pull down the 
existing annexe and again open 
up the space beneath the 
‘bridge"? More realistically, 
should one further fill in the 
remaining space above and 
behind the Small Rotunda with 
Gwarthmey Siegel's proposed 
addition? The most outstanding 
piece in the Guggenheim's 
permanent collection is, after 
all, the Guggenheim itself.* 

* * * 

The Guggenheim provision¬ 
ally has scheduled the opening 
of its proposed $9 million 
addition for 1987, in time for the 
museum's 50th anniversary 
celebration. Completed in 1959, 
Wright’s masterpiece is still too 
young to be landmarkedby New 
York City, which requires that a 
building be at least 30 years old 
before official designation. 
Lying outside the Upper East 
Side Historic District, The 

Guggen hei m is also u npro tecte d 
by conservation zoning. 

Nonetheless, as a building 
permit for the proposed Gwath¬ 
mey Siegel addition would need 
variances pertaining to lot 
coverage, setbacks, rear yard 
encroachment, and sky place 
exposure, the proposal on June 
25 came up fora hearing before 



New York City’s Board of 
Standards and Appeals. The 
basis for that hearing was an 
environmental impact state¬ 
ment requested by New York's 
departments of city planning 
and environmental protection; 
significantly — for the first time 
ever — the Guggenheim envi¬ 
ronmental impact statement was 
obliged to include not only 
quantitative data, but also 
qualitative evaluations of the 
scheme’s architectural and 
urban characteristics. 

The day-long hearing before 
the board was packed, with 
proponents sitting on onesideof 
the room, opponents on the 
other, and the quizzical lining 
the walk. Advocates of the 
scheme spoke first. Messer 
explained why the museum 
needs the addition. Gwathmey 
presented his design. From the 
museum world, Philippe de 
Montebello, director of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
argued that at present the 
Guggenheim was failing its 
public because so much of the 
museum’s outstanding perma¬ 
nent collection remained in 
storage and inaccessible for 
study and enjoyment; heargued, 
moreover, for accommodating 
curators and collection in the 
same structure: "You would not

PROVIDING much needed inner city 
housing in the city's historic quarter, 
Ainsworth Spark Associates' scheme for 
Charlotte Square in Newcastle-upon-Tyne 
was awarded the top National House- 
Building Council award earlier this year. 

The city council had advertised the site for 
development in 1981 without success. Ainsworth 
Spark prepared a feasibility proposal for a mixed 
development of housing and modest commercial 
use which gained city planning approval and wbs 
offered to Barratt to develop. Barratt commis¬ 
sioned the architects to develop the concept 
drawings and take the project on site. 

The site lies in the historic area between the 18th 
century listed buildings of Charlotte Square and 
the 13th century Blackfriars friary. It is also next to 
the Chinese commercial centre and the Blackfriars 
crafts centre. 

Backed by an urban development grant, 


Ainsworth Spark's design for Barratt provides 69 
bedsits and one- to three-bedroom shared flats 
with lounge, kitchen, dining room and bathroom. 
Responding to the constraints imposed by existing 
buildings, the architects have produced an inner 
courtyard — Blackfriars Court — with Charlotte 
Walk linking the square and the friary. 

A new arched entry from the square frames the 
friary and provides a potter's shop and Chinese 
travel agency, renewing links with the crafts and 
Chinese centres nearby. 

Hie housing is of red brick with slate roofing to 
complement neighbouring buildings and painted 
galvanised steel railings and Victorian-style lamp¬ 
posts to add to the traditional feel. The practice 
also reused original granite setts and the open 
spaces have been landscaped to enhance the calm 
of Charlotte Square and the friary. 

The 12 month project was completed last 
August at a cost of £ 1.3 million.

"L'Apocalypse joyeuse" is the French version 
of the major exhibition on tum-of-the-century 
Vienna that began in Austria and has now 
travelled on to New York. Yehuda Safran 
examines the French context of the Pompidou 
Centre show.

The current interest in the 
Vienna of the early part of this 
century is no doubt due to a 
growing sense or the unhealed 
rupture with the past that 
occurred as a result or catas¬ 
trophic political polarisation, 
totalitarian order and total war. 
When forms of life, habits of 
thinking and sensibilities were 
submerged in the heaps of 
rubble Europe had become, the 
ruw nerves of Europcun life 
remained exposed, and only 
scattered individuals in the 
aftermath of war could begin to 
retrace certnin lines of thought 
in art, architecture and culture 
as a whole. 

‘Miltcleuropa" hns been 
divided into what is now known 
as Western and Eastern Europe. 
In a scries oflecturesand articles 
the emigri writer Milan Kun- 
dcca, among others, attracted 
attention in France, America, 
and elsewhere, lo n Central 
European cultural identity 
which transcends political bar¬ 
riers. 


In a paper given at a meeting 
in Budapest and published in the 
New York Review oj Books in 
December 1985, Alain Finkiel- 
krnut observed that "during the 
past three decades, Europe has 
not been part of the preoccupa¬ 
tions of the French intelligentsia; 
in the 50s and 60s the concept of 
Europe did not at all attract the 
attention of intellectuals". 

Europe was identided with 
the Common Market and as 
such it was the province of the 
politicians, experts and techno¬ 
crats; the intelligentsia, or at 
least its most influential part, 
could not have cared less. 

Why such indifference? For 
two historical reasons, l think: 
National Socialism and the 
process of decolonisation. Hit¬ 
ler, as we all know, was moved 
by the idea of building a new 
European order. His intention 
was to preserve the ethnic, the 
Aryan integrity of Europe from 
the "poisonous" blood of the 
gypsies, the Jews, andothers. By 
nearly achieving this goal, he 
discredited the very idea of 


Europe in the eyes of the 
intellectuals who witnessed his 
crimes and survived his fall. 

In "What is literature?" 
(1947), Jean-Paul Sartre stated 
that after the war neutral words 
like "collaboration" or "Eu¬ 
rope" became derogatory, or 
even taboo. In "Europe",Sartre 
says, “you can hear the sound of 
the boots of Nazi Germany". 
Europe "used to refer to the 
geographic, economic and his¬ 
toric unity of the old continent. 
Today it conveys an odour of 
servitude and Germanism". 

On behalf of an ethnically 
pure and united Europe, Hitler 
and his friends wanted to 
destroy the humanistic trad¬ 
ition, the idea of culture as an 
independent realm distinct from 
Volksgeist, an idea which ap¬ 
peared in Europe as recently as 
the Renaissance. He did not 
succeed completely but, para 
doxically, he distracted a num 
ber of intellectuals from this 
tradition by making the very 
word “Europe" sound aggres¬ 
sive, racist and dangerous, and

more importantly by physically 
annihilating the tissue of life and 
the very fabric which hade the 
debate over European culture 
possible. In 193 b, with the 
overwhelming approval and 
support or its populace, Austria 
became an annexe of Hitler's 
Germany. The Anschluss marks 
at once the end of L'Apocalypse 
Joyeuse and the exhibition 
itself, and yet it was never ex¬ 
plicitly recognised at Beau- 
bourg. 

In 1933, the year Hitler came 
to power in Germany, Julien 
Benda wrote his Discours 6 /a 
nation Europdene. Contrary to 
Spengler's Decline of the West in 
which the individual merely 
expresses his own culture and 
the artist or the thinker is a 
natural speaker of the group 
into which he was born, Benda 
replied: “If you answer that you 
do not believe in the automony 
of the spirit, that your spirit 
cannot be anything else than an 
aspect of your being, (hen I say 
to you that you will never 
construct Europe. Becausethere 


mil Hoppe, postcard orJosefHo 


is no such thing as a European 
being. 

Benda's claim, then, is that 
Europe is defined by the differ¬ 
ence between culture and Volks- 
§e/sr, culture that is never to be 
identified with the genius of a 
nation, of a people, of a com¬ 
munity, or of a continent, but 
culture asan independent realm, 
an autonomous field. Benda's 
“Republique des lettres" is 
inhabited by individuals, and 
this exhibition in Paris focussed 
on men and their work which 
were totally rejected by the 
healthy majority of their own 
people. 

The Parisians responded 
in their thousands, waiting for 
hours for the privilege of seeing 
"L'Apocalypse Joyeuse, Vienne 
1880-1938". Although impor¬ 
ted for the most part directly 
from "Traum und Wirklich- 
keit", the exhibition originally 
organised by Hans Hollein and 
held in Vienna last summer, in 
Paris no sense of the "Manich 
c.m extravanza" remained. 
Paris obviously could not

provide Klimt’s Beethoven frieze, 
the temporary reconstruction of 
a Hoffman-designed room, and 
the lavish display of Vienna had 
to be replaced by a wealth of 
graphic material, publications, 
prints and drawings. The most 
notable addition was the pres¬ 
ence of Alfred Kubin, best 
known beyond the German¬ 
speaking world for his illus¬ 
trated fantasy novel The Other 
Side (1909). The horrors of the 
First World War were no doubt 
only the prologue for the 
horrors of the future: our past. 
Kubin’s works, displayed in a 
relatively dark passage, depict 
the collapse, the total negation 
of all values in the practical sense 
rather than in Nictsche’s refusal 
lo conform. 

In Paris,coming as it did in the 
wake of "Paris-Berlin", "Paris- 
Moscou’’, "Paris-Paris". this 
exhibition saved the organisers 
at Beaubourg the burden of 
organising a "Paris-Vienna" 
from scratch, but as one re¬ 
viewer put it, it avoided con¬ 
fronting what Pierre Boulez had

Of course it helps to remind us 
of the immense influence Paris 
exerted over Vienna. Klimt’s 
drawings owe much to those of 
Rodin, whose Balzac and Bour¬ 
geois de Calais were exhibited at 
the 1901 Secession following a 
revival of sculpture in Prague. 
Rainer Maria Rilke's series of 
lectures on Rodin were most 
influential — another connec¬ 
tion is demonstrated by the bust 
of Mahler executed in 1911 .Yet 
despite the overwhelming evi¬ 
dence of this influence, there was 
relatively little on the subject in 
the catalogue andeven less in the 
exhibition, It is extremely 
difficult to demonstrate or to 
portray culturnl intercourse 
between cities in any depth via 
exhibits alone, and the huge 
Salon painting by Andr6 Bro- 
villcl of Dr Charcot's hysteria 
demonstration no longer satis-

drawing of Freud by Salvador 
Dali (executed in London c 
1938). 

Adolf Loos was tremendously 
relieved to be in Paris in the 
1920s, away from his post in 
charge of public housing in his 
troubled city where so many of 
his hopes were unrealised. In 
Paris ne built Tristan Tzara's 
house in 1927 and planned the 
difficult conversion of an exist¬ 
ing building into what was to be 
Josephine Baker's Paris home. 

He was moved as much by

Josephine Baker’s dancing as by 
French neo-classicism and the 
works of Auguste Perret — 
Loos’ tastes, diverse rather than 
simply eclectic, combined in 
both his theory and his practice 
with extraordinary richness. 

In the month preceding the 
Vienna exhibition, Luciano 
Semerani contributed an un¬ 
usual installation in the "trou" 
of the ground and lower ground 
Door For the CCI (Centre de 
Creation Industriel). “Les Bat¬ 
eaux blancs” introduced the 
Parisian public to Trieste as a 


city which manufactured ocean 
linen;, whose opulent and nos¬ 
talgic interiors created their own 
dream world for a decaying elite. 

During the run of “L*Apoca¬ 
lypse Joyeuse", Boris Podrecca 
designed and installed an exhi¬ 
bition of the work of Jose 
Plecnik (1872-1957). Plecknik 
was responsible not only for 
remarkably individual build¬ 
ings in Vienna and Prague, but 
conce ived a nd executed a maste r 
plan for the city of Ljubljana. 
Besides the contact with the 
founders of the Modern Move¬ 


ment that is demonstrated inthis 
remarkable display, one sees 
Plecknik's integration of Cam- 
illo Sitte’s idea of place in the 
city. 

Semerani and Podrecca, res¬ 
pectively Italian and Viennese, 
although both with a Yugo¬ 
slavian background, recoil the 
sphere of Viennese influence 
beyond Austria. Both exhi¬ 
bitions were additional cele¬ 
brations of the long-forgotten 
world of Mitteleuropa. finally 
resuscitated at Beaubourg this 
spring.___

The council, for its part,

I said Camden was not anti- 
conservation, but some of its 
councillors nrc. There is an 
influential minority who. ifthey 
thought they could build local 
authority lints on the sites, 
would have half the Belsize 
conservation area tomorrow. 
The political tug-of-war inside 
committee and council leads to 
some odd results. In Havcrstock

Squatters in the second pair 
have also formed a co-operative, 
‘Belpark 2", which wants to do 
likewise. Camden for some 
reason ji bs. 1 1 wa n is to do t he job 
itself, but hasn't the money. So 
the building, despite the squat¬ 
ters' best efforts, continues to 
decay. Next door Belpark 1 
shows how housing and conser¬ 
vation. acting together flexibly 
and sensibly, can achieve both 
sets of objectives. 

The exhibition “Belsize Park: 
a living suburb" also hasa wider 
message: that the positive 
management and daily care of 
conservation areas (which the 
Civic Amenities Act 1967 en¬ 
visaged as being as important as 
statutory control) is languishing 
for want of resources and 
because it all too often has low 
political priority. 

The exhibition — which has 
been carefullystored—deserves 
a national showing, in some 
central London location and 
possibly also on tour. The 
admirable book which goes with 
it is, meanwhile, still available 
and makes compulsive reading 
for anyone interested in how a 
community of people and a 
community of artists grew up 
together.
